Venice man narrowly escapes falling

Arnold Johnson of Venice was on 
his way to work Monday night at 
10:30 when he found himself in the 
path of the Skycraft DC-3 just before 
it crashed alongside Interstate 70 
near Fee Fee Road in St. Louis 
County. 

The aircraft glided about 10-feet 
above Johnson’s car before hitting 
the power lines and crashing into an 
embankment on the other side of I- 
70. 

“THE PILOT did a remarkable 
job of avoiding the highway, but it

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Venice opens can of worms 
on utility tax payments

A claim by Kerr-McGee for the 
return of some utility taxes paid to 
the city of Venice since May 1981 
may have opened a whole can of 
worms when the subject came up at 
Tuesday night’s meeting of the 
Venice City Council. 

A letter from Venice City Attorney 
Lawrence T. Hartman was read by 
Mayor Tyrone Echols concerning a 
request by Kerr-McGee Chemical 
Treating Plant; located on 
Washington Avenue in Madison, for 


return of an undisclosed amount of 
utility taxes that were inadvertantly 
received by the city of Venice. 

| THE TOTAL amount of tax money 
involved was not announced at the 
council meeting 

The Kerr-McGee property ap- 
parently was considered to be in 
Venice, at least by Illinois Power 
Company, which has been collecting 
and reimbursing the city a three per- 
cent tax on some of the firm’s utility 
expenditures. 

According to the city attorney's 
letter, however, the property was 


annexed by the city of Madison in 
May 1981, the same month the 
Madison City Council authorized a 
five percent tax on all utilities — 
electric, gas, water and telephones. 
Also, according to Hartman’s let- 
ter, taxes levied on electric con- 
sumption by the firm have been go- 
ing to the city of Madison. 
HARTMAN advised Mayor Echols 
that in conversations and during a 
conference with Ed, Juneau of 
Juneau and Associates engineering 
firm, it was learned through a 
survey that the majority of the 


structures on Kerr-McGee property 
are outside the corporate limits of 
Venice. 

‘‘However,’’ Hartman's letter con- 
tinued, ‘‘I have also been advised by 
Mr. Chapman (Robert Chapman of 
Illinois Power) that the ‘adzing and 
boring mill’ are, in fact, located 
within the corporate limits of 
Venice. 


“He (Chapman) advises me that _ 
the utility taxes for that structure

Taxpayer aid offered 
by U of I this year 


If you're one of the many residents 
preparing to file your 1983 tax 
return, there may be help for you. 
For the past five years, the Con- 
sumer and'Homemaking Education 
Program (CHEP) has been con- 
ducting annual tax preparation 
workshops.

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GC banks, savings firms 
to bid on school tax loans 


The Granite City Board of Educa- 
tion decided Tuesday night to seek 
sealed bids on school borrowing 
from all financial institutions 
located within the district boun- 
daries. 

Banks and thrift (savings~ and 
loan) associations will be able to 
compete for the right to -loan 
operating funds to the school 
system. 

The board adopted a resolution 
that ‘‘it is in the best interest of the 
district that the district request seal- 
ed quotations for interest on an- 
ticipation warrants to be issued” by 
the schools. The district pays in- 
terest for the use of funds, which are 
then repaid when tax receipts ar- 
rive. s 

“It is necessary that thé district 
issue anticipation warrants—in ad- 
dition to those previously authorized 
by the board—in the amount of $4 
million,” the document related. 

“The board deems it desirable to 
seek $3 million in anticipation .in 
denominations of $500,000 each, and 
$1 million in denominations of 
$100,000 each,” 

The warrants will be for the tax 
years of 1983 and 1984. The board 
will retain the right to reject all or 
part of the bids. 

In addition to the interest amount 
being proposed by each financial in- 
stitution, its bid or bids will note the 
legal maximum interest rate and 
will specify issuance on an “‘as need- 
ed’’ basis and date. 

In a separate action Monday 
night, the board transferred $121,454 
from the working cash fund to the 
education fund to. aid in retiring the 
last warrants from the 1982 tax year. 

In’ still another resolution, the 
board noted plans for retiring all 
1982 education fund warrants, enabl- 
ing interest on remaining (1983) 
Trust and Savings Bank education 
warrants to be reduced from 10 to 
8% percent. 

First-year warrants qualify for 
lower interest than second-year war- 
rants. The district is preparing to 
borrow against 1984 taxes (1985 col- 
lection year) and cannot 
simultaneously have ‘outstanding 
warrants from three years—1982, 
1983 and 1984. oe 

The switch to 8% percent interest 
is being made effective with retire- 
ment of the last of the 1982 warrants. 
Superintendent of Schools ; B,J. 
Davis was authorized to execute the 
agreement on behalf of the board. 

In the $121,454 transfer from the 
working cash fund to the. education 
fund, the board went on record that: 

“The estimated extension of funds 
from the county clerk for taxes 
levied in.1983 for education fund pur- 
poses is $7,300,000, and estimated 
receipts from the State of Illinois for 
taxes unpaid to replace personal 
property taxes is $1,800,000. 

“Education fund tax anticipation 
warrants issued with interest to date 
and those contemplated on taxes 
levied in 1983 with‘ interest will not 
exceed $6,170,000. 

“The total of education fund war- 
rants and the transfer from the 
working cash fund are“less than 85 
percent of the estimated extension of 
taxes levied.in 1983 on the education 
fund and the estimated receipts 
from Illinois for 1983:taxes to replace 
personal property taxes. 

“The treasurer of the school 
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district is hereby directed to repay 
to the working cash fund the money 
transferred from. it-to the education 
fund, when funds are received (in 
the summer of 1984) from the taxes 
levied in 1983. 

“The proportional amount of 
receipts—from 1983 taxes imposed 
to replace revenue lost by the 
district for personal property taxes 
(the state replaced the corporate 
personal property tax with an addi- 
tion to the corporate income tax)—to 
be applied on debt service, pension 
and retirement obligations, is 
estimated to be $181,991.” 

In other decisions Monday wight, 
the board adopted its 1984 tax levies. 
They are to be revised later in the 
year when updated financial in- 
formation is available. - 

At a public hearing on the new 
levies, no citizens asked to speak. 

Tax levies enacted amount to 
$7,382,230 for education, $1,085,622 
for building fund purposes, $347,399 
for transportation, $144,750 for the 
working cash fund, $567,418 for the 
municipal retirement fund, $144,750 
for fire prevention, safety, en- 
vironmental and energy conserva- 
tion and $315,554 for tort immunity, 

Nothing was levied for rent, 
capital improvements, the special 
education building fund, the sum- 
mer school or an area vocational 
education building fund, 

In connection with the levy for fire 
prevention, safety and environmen- 
tal and energy conservation, the 
board affirmed that to fully comply 
with desired health and safety 
building specifications it needs to 
spend $1,948,473 for repairs and 
alterations. y; 

The estimate by Architect Henry 
Gabriel was approved By the 
regional and state superintendents 
as accurate, . 

The board adopted, as a policy, 
that the district will ‘comply with 
federal and state guidelines and en- 
sure equivalence among (student) 
attendance centers in teachers, ad- - 
ministrators, auxiliary personnel, 
curriculum materials and instruc- 
tional supplies within reasonably 
identifiable differences which exist 
among academic disciplines and 
grade levels.’’ 

In response to a-state law. pro- 
viding under some. circumstances 
for an eight-year freeze on 
assessments of rehabilitated proper- 
ty, the board decided that such-a 
freeze will not apply to taxes levied 
by School District Nine.

The 
board had voted 5-1 Dec. 20 to have 
Davis invite consultants to submit 
proposals; Mrs. Lahr dissented and 
Partney abstained. 

No decision was made Monday 
night on a separate PMM proposal to 
study Granite City High School 
secretarial duties.and procedures. It 
was announced last month that the 
review of secretarial policies, 
systems and staffing would cost 
$9,500 and would take four,‘to_five 
weeks. . 

NEGOTIATIONS with secre- 
taries on a proposed 1983-84 agree- 
ment are continuing, Supt. Davis 
said after the meeting. 

The board met for nearly six hours 

_ Monday night. Regular sessions 
were conducted from 7:30 to 9:40 
p.m. and from 1:20 to 1:25 a.m., and 
there was an executive session from 
9:50 to 1:20. 

‘Among those entering the meeting 
room to confer with the board while 
the executive session was in pro- 
gress were Thomas Noeth, director 
of data processing, and Monte 
Kessler, computer programmer. 

Present with the board through 
midnight were Supt. Davis, Assis- 
tant Supt. Frank Kraus, Personnel 
Director Terry Salem, _ Finance 
Director Norman Qwea,’ Elemen- 
tary Education Administrator War- 
ren Collins, Secondary Education 
Administrator James Dumont and 
Employee Relations Administrator 
Harold Hillmer. 

SUPT. DAVIS said the firms sub- 
mitting administrative analysis pro- 
posals are highly respected for the 
quality of their reports. He describ- 
ed the three as ‘nationally known 
consultants.’ 

Melton said PMM’s work is “‘ex- 
cellent’’ but that the scope of its 
study might go beyond the type of in- 
formation board members desired 
immediately. He urged approval of 
the study by Dr. Webb, whom he 
noted is the retired executive direc- 
tor of the National School Board 

‘Association. 

Based in Illinois, the Webb firm 
has great familiarity with schools 
and business practices in this state, 
Melton added. Worthen said the pro- 
posal called for completion “well 
within the time span”’ available. 
| Melton cited what he called ap- 
parent disagreement on the board 
and said an outside study could pro- 
vide objective information on which 
to decide projected staffing needs. 

He noted that a board majority 
voted to end two non-certificated ad- 
ministrative positions when three 
members had less than three weeks 
of service on the board. 

MELTON RECALLED opposing 
the school district’s big cutbacks of 
1983 because he thought they did not 
go far enough. Citing this as 
evidence of his desire to balance the 
budget and reduce debt, he said the 
board nevertheless should avoid 
“doing harm and crippling” ‘school 
programs. 

Crider cited a 1973 Granite City 
school administrative study by 
Engelhardt & Engelhardt. 

Supt. Davis said his recollection of 
the 1973 analysis is that it dealt 
primarily with salary comparisons. 

Worthen said a new study would 
[provide a base of facts and permit 
|better. understanding -of ad- 
| ministrative issues. 


|. MRS. LAHR responded. that 

| many decisions were made in April. 
| 1983. ‘That would have been the best 

| time for a study,” she told Worthen. 

Worthen said the board discussed 
| hiring a consultant last winter. 

Instead, massive proposals were 
developed by administrators over a 
period of months to show the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of 
numerous cost-cutting options, he 
added. 

The administrative ‘and super- 
visory staff was reduced 49 percent 

| in recent years, the deepest cut 
among all. categories of school 
|employees except. cafeteria 
workers, Worthen said. 

|: WHILE IT IS beneficial for the 

| board to include three former ad- 
ministrators and teachers (Mrs. 
Lahr, Crider and Miofsky), Worthen 
said, their,educational ad- 
ministrative experience was focused 
on specific areas rather than the full 
range of district responsibilities; as 
a result, no one on the board has the 

| same experience that some con- 
sultants offer. 

Miofsky said that, based on his 
understanding of the Webb pro- 
posal—preparation of 26 job 
analyses—it would provide insuffi- 
cient data from whic! apportion 
future administrative assignments. 

Worthen remarked that shifting 
requirements in the last five years 
probably have changed,actual job 
dutiés substantially from* the 
theoretical descriptions. 


It was Worthen who proposed last 
month that a consultant be hired to 
guide the board in altering ad- 
ministrative-functions. 

He said on Dec. 20 that he had ask- 
ed for consolidation to be on that 
night’s agenda, and called attention 
to data sent to each board member 
prior. to the Dec. 6 meeting on 
percentages of staff reductions of 
employee groups. in the district 
beginning in 1973-74. 

“IN THE COST reductions during 
the last year, the board’s intention 
was to make cuts as even as possible 
in all areas,’’ Worthen said Dec. 20. 
“How we are going to cut another 25 
percent (beyond 49 percent) is 
beyond me. 

“At one time we wanted to cut $7 
million out of thé budget but could 
not do it. 

“Now, we have begun to make 
cuts with very little factual data and 
study, and no recommendations 
have been made by the administra- 
tion. 

“Reductions should be made in a 
business-like manner, in a way that 
we can feel confident about them. 
Decisions should not be made unless 
there has been input from the ad- 
ministration.”” 

THE, REQUEST for consulting 
firms’ administrative evaluations 
and recommendations called for 
them, if chosen, to submit findings 
no later than the second February 
meeting. 

Minutes show: ‘‘Member Crider 
asked (Attorney William) Schooley 
if,the board could act without the 
recommendation of the administra- 
tion. Mr. Schooley answered that, 
according to the School Code, the 
superintendent shall make the 
recommendation. He stated that the 
recommendation, however, is not 
binding upon the board. 

“He explained that in any given 
situation, the administration should 
make a recommendation. The board 
should then review it, and if it is not 
acceptable to the board members 
they should.-then make their own 
recommendation. 

“Member Hogan stated. that 
rumor had it that the closing of the 
buildings (six schools closed after 
the 1982-83 year) was a hasty deci- 
sion. Member Worthen stated that 
this was not a hasty decision and 
that'a tremendous amount of input 
and study went into the deliberations 
over the closing of buildings. 

“He further stated that the board 
had met on many occasions to 
discuss the financial condition of the 
district. 

“MEMBER MELTON agreed 
that the decision was not hasty, but 
stated that it was certainly painful. 

“He further commented that what 
the board did was the best it could 
come up with, and resulted in a 
$3,700,000 reduction. 

“Member Melton asked that the 
administration again look at the 
class-size numbers next September 
and October.”” \ 

Later on Dec. 20, ‘Member Wor- 
then suggested that if the new board 
members had any free time they 
might want to review. the material 
on file in the board office relative to 
the study of cost reductions that took 
place one year ago.”

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Houses closer to affordability 


Declining interest. rates,and higher family in- 

comes have made the price of a resale home more 

| affordable to the average income family than has 
been the case in the last four years. 

While the ‘afordability of a home to average in- 
come couples is still well below its 1977-78 level, ac- 
cording to the National Association of Realtors’ 
Housing Affordability Index, things are improving. 

‘rhat index compares the median price for a 
resale house, now $70,300, with the median. family 
income, now $24,594, and comes up with a percen- 
tage which shows how close, or far, the median 
family is from being able-to buy a median home. In 
November, that percentage is 84.9 percent. The last 
time the index was higher than 84.9 wa: January 
1980, when it reached 85,9. The November index is 21 
percentage points higher than the index low of 63.9 
in September 1981, the association points out. 

The group estimates that a median-income family 
now can afford a $59,700 home and notes that more 
than 37 percent of the existing single-family homes 
purchased throughott the country in November 
were priced at less than $60,000. ; 

The average interest rate on fixed-rate mor- 
tgages for resold homes was 12.57 percent, while the 
same rate for adjustable-rate mortgages (ARMs) 

\ for similar homes was 12.16 percent. 
Also, Dr, Jack Carlson, chief economist and ex~ 


ecutive vice president of the National Association of 
Realtors, estimates that housing affordability will 
continue to improve during 1984. Home resales in 
1983 will total 2.61 million and are expected to total 3 
million in 1984. There were 1.7 million new house 
starts in 1983 and Carlson estimates there will be 
1.75 million new units started in 1984. ‘ 


Commercial construction also is expected to rise 
by 13 to 15 percent this year, he estimates. All points 
to a much better year in 1984. Now if the govern- 
ment would give some serious consideration to rein- 
troducing programs to make homes more af- 
fordable to the average young couple, the whole 
home buying recovery could skyrocket, alongwith 
the construction and real estate industries. 


The 1970s offered real incentives to buy-homes, 
such as government programs with no closing costs 
and the government paying $50 per month of the 
mortgage. Although they cost the government, 
there were real returns through increased real 
estate taxes, more employment in homebuilding, 
more income taxes to the government, and many 
other benefits. 

Such programs should be explored again. We are 
only 15 percent away from the point where the 
average-income family can buy an’ average-cost 
home. 


We avoid identifying witnesses 


After a limited number of unintentional, but un- 
fortunate mistakes by the Press-Record over the 
past few years, we feel it is time to restate our 
policy of doing everything possible to’ protect 
witnesses of crimes in the Quad-City area. ts 

We have been justly accused in two recent cases 
with identifying or pinpointing the homes of 
witnesses to crimes in Venice. In one case, the 
witness was an alderman and was identified as a 
public citizen doing his best for the citizens of his 
ward. He objected to the coverage. 

In the other case, the witness was not identified, 
but the story inadvertently pinpointed the location 
of the witness’ home. 

Both cases were unfortunate. If the Press-Record 
must take a stand on one issue, it is crime. We stand 


Salute aman who ‘had a dream’ 


When a sniper's bullet ended the life of the Rev. 
Dr, Martin Luther King on April 4, 1968, it did not 
hi its desired effect. It killed Dr.King, but not the 
civil rights movement to which he devoted his life. 

Dr. King was more than a leader. He was a power- 
ful speaker whose speeches will go down in history 
as some of the best oratory of our time. “I Have a 
Dream” and “‘I’ve Been to the Mountaintop” are 
classic examples. 

He inspired people, not to violence, but to seek 
peaceful change — and change followed. Blacks and 
whites alike should recognize that we all are better 
off in today’s society than in the early 1960s, Blacks

The Independent Community 
Banks in Illinois, representing 440 Il- 
linois banks, strongly protested the 
government's approval of Citicorp’s 
bid to acquire the failing First 
Federal Savings and Loan Associa- 
tion of Chicago. : 

Last June ICBI cautioned the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board not 
to-use the First Federal predica- 
ment to sanction a cross-industry, 
interstate merger. The plea ap- 
parently fell on deaf ears. 

We are extremely troubled by the 
fact that Citicorp, with its serious 
capital adequacy problems and 
questionable foreign loans, was 
found to be the best solution for First 
Federal. Other viable answers must 
have been available such as dividing 
up the institution for more than one 
local purchaser. As of mid-1983 the 
Citicorp capital-to-assets ratio was 
4.67 percent, below the 5 percent 
minimum set by the Federal 
Reserve Board for large banks.

Over the years, I have contacted 
other officials that share the same 
type of problems.

ICBI also charged that the

reciprocal interstate banking. 
Doesn’t a decision of our state 
lawmaking body have meaning 


anymore? It seems that regulators 
attack the symptoms by going to the 
highest bidder rather than seek and 
resolve the cause of the problem. 

ICBI called into question the 
supervisory system which regulates 
and supervises First Federal, as 
well as the savings and loan in- 
surance fund (FSLIC). If the super- 
visors cannot detect problem institu- 
tions in the early stages, and if the 
FSLIC must be bailed out along with 
the troubled institutions, then the 
time has come to redesign the entire 
regulatory system. 

ICBI has expressed its position to 
Paul Volcker, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, which has 
ultimate regulatory authority to ap- 
prove or deny the Citicorp acquisi- 
tion. We hope the Federal Reserve 
rejects the Citicorp purchase and 
demands a more commonly accep- 
table solution to the First Federal 
situation.

Gas bills in most of Illinois would 
be'slashed by 13 to.20 percent under 
legislation pending before Congress, 
U.S. Rep. Paul Simon (D-Ill.) said 
‘Thursday. 

Simon, chief Democratic sponsor 
of the legislation, said a typical 
downstate family would save 
anywhere fram $115 to $175 this year 
on home heating bills if Congress 
enacts his legislation. 

The bill, H.R. 2565, would require 
Panhandle Eastern and its sub- 
sidiary, Trunkline. Gas Co., 
downstate gas suppliers, to 
transport cheaper domestic gas to 
Illinois utility customers. Simon said 
Panhandle Eastern currently buys 
expensive Canadian gas and “deep 
Unk ane than much cheaper 


U.S. gas supplies, and passes along 
the higher costs to Illinois ¢gon- 
sumers. 

Until last month, Panhandle 
Eastern and trunkline also purchas- 
ed liquified natural gas from Algeria 
at costs.up to two and one half times 
higher than alternative supplies in 
the U.S. Although Panhandle-discon- 
tinued its Algerian imports, Simon 
said, the company continues to force 
Illinois consumers to pick up the tab 
for its bad business decisions and 
outrageously high gas costs. 

“Illinois consumers have been 
paying ransom to. Panhandle 
Eastern for too long,” Simon said. 
“This bill will set them free.”’ 

Simon blamed Panhandle. for the 
huge jump in gas bills in the Illinois 


ould reduce price of na 


market since 1982. He said Congress 
should act soon to restore competi- 
tion to the natural gas marketplace 
by allowing utilities to by-pass ineffi- 
cient companies like Panhandle and 
purchase gas directly from less: ex- 
pensive, alternative suppliers. 

Simon said utilities currently are 
unable to contract directly with gas 
producers because pipeline) com- 
panies like Panhandle and Trunkline 
are under no legal obligation to 
transport any gas other than their 
own. 

“The law currently-grants de facto 
monopoly status to a handful of 
powerful’: pipeline companies,”’ 
Simon said. “As long as pipeline 
companies like Panhandle Eastern 
are insulated from competition in

the marketplace, Illinois consumers 
will continue to pay higher and 
higher gas bills.”” 

Under Simon’s legislation, 
pipeline companies would be 
relegated to ‘common carriers” 
like railroads, and would be re- 
quired to transport cheaper 
domestic gas purchased directly by 
utility companies. The utilities 
would pay only for the reasonable 
transportation and storage charges 
of the pipeline company. Illinois 
utilities would thus be able to con- 
tract for the. lowest-price gas 
available and be assured of 
transportation to Illinois consumers. 

Simon said there are only 28 major 
interstate pipeline companies (gas 
buyers) and 15,000 gas producers 
(gas sellers). Despite these 15,000

Granite City area government of- 
ficials were told Monday afternoon 
that the scheduled 1983 Granite City 
Steel assessment (for 1984 collec- 
tion) is to be cut $2,500,000, from 
$51,553,490 to$49,053,490. 

"Minimal impact on local taxing 
bodies is expected due to the com- 
promise. No date has been set fora 
Madison County Board of Review 
hearing on the firm’s original re- 
quest that the total be cut to 
$9,050,999. 

High praise was voiced for 
Granite City Steel’s ‘constructive 
attitude and flexible approach” on 
assessment concerns. 

With the plant’s new continuous 
caster building being added to the 
assessment rolls,. valuation in- 
creases of $3 million in each of the 
following three tax years, 1984-86 
(1985-87 collection), are visualized. 
These would raise the plant’s real 
estate valuation ultimately to 
$58,053,490 if no other factors 
change. 

‘The reduction slated to be ordered 
at the hearing acknowledges 
overassessment of GC Steel's south 
facility, the former Commonwealth 
or General Steel plant. That plant’s 
value decreased at the same time 
township multipliers raised its 
valuation, officials said.

Nameoki seeks proposals — 
ue sharing funding 


for reven

Nameoki Township groups and 
residents wishing to obtain a portion 
of the available $70,000 in federal 
revenue sharing funds for 1984 
should submit applications to the 
township finance committee by Feb. 
1, Trustee W. Lee Adams stated dur- 
ing the regular meeting of the town 
board on Monday. 

‘According to Adams, the applica- 
tions are necessary in determining 
the 1984 fiscal budget which begins 
March 1. The committee will deter- 
mine the division of the funds based 
upon these applications, which 
usually consist of a letter outlining 
the project itself andthe anticipated 
cost of the project. 

“I can’t say that everyone will get 
some money, but we will do our best 
in reviewing the requests,” he 
stated. 

Adams suggested that funds may 
possibly be allocated from revenue 
sharing funds to eliminate long-time 
drainage problems on Ivy Lane. 
Stating that the cost of the construc- 
tion of a 12-inch pipeline which 
would drain standing water onto 
Maryville Road would cost less than 
$5,000, Adams indicated that the pro- 
blem should be easily remedied 
under the new budget. 

Programs receiving federal 
revenue sharing funds during the 
1983 fiscal year included en- 
vironmental cleanup, health pro- 
grams, senior citizens van, am- 
bulance service and Remove Intox, 
icated Drivers (RID). 

In other business, Tax Assessor 
Carl Macios reported that he intends 
to make forms available through his 
office which would enable senior 
citizens to defer taxes under a new 
Illinois law. Senior citizens, who 
have owned their home for at least 
three years and who have a fixed in- 
come of less than $10,000, may file to 
have their taxes paid by the state un- 
til their death, at which time a lien 
would be placed against their estate. 
'The taxes would, in turn, be paid by 
their heirs in the settlement of the 
estate and the state would be repaid. 

Macios said that forms to par- 


ticipate in this program will be 
available in Edwardsville by the 
middle of January, but he hopes to 
have forms available in his office'so 
that applicants will not have to make 
the trip to Edwardsville. 

“] think that this is a good pro- 
gram and I hate to see the people 
who can participate make a trip to 
Edwardsville to get the forms if I 
can get them here,” Macios said. 
“The deadline for filing is March 1, 
but I’m also asking for an extension, 
since I’m tryipg to get the forms to 
all assessors,’ he added. 

Macios also explained that the law 
applies strictly to homeowners, an 
that those senior citizens who own 
mobile homes on their own property 
may be eligible for the program, but 
he has yet to receive clarification on 
‘that issue. 

Discussing the possibility of the 
reduction of Granite City Steel’s real 
estate tax, Macios also reported that 
a cut of Approximately $500,000 to 
$700,000 in the assessed valuation of 
Nameoki Township is possible. He 
also: indicated that Granite City’s 
assessed valuation may be reduced 
by $2 million to $3 million. 

“It's not a matter of fair 
assessments, but of fair 
economics,” Macios stated, explain- 
ing that revenue lost to local govern- 
mental agencies under the cuts are 
necessary because Granite City 
Steel is the largest local taxpayer. 
“If they fold, we all go under,” he 
said. ‘We are better off to lower the 
assessed valuations just so we can 
survive,”’ he contended. 

Although cutbacks are eminent, 
Macios stated that Nameoki 
‘Township may not suffer as much as 
other communities, due to the 
pickup of several businesses in Pon- 
toon Beach. ‘‘We found several 
businesses, ‘new and old, in Pontoon 

Beach who weren’t paying taxes on 
those businesses, so the discovery 
brings in quite of bit of revenue,’”” 
Macios said. 

Macios said-that he will know the 
assessed valuation, within one per- 
cent, byMarchl. , 

Supervisor Harry Briggs explain- 
ed that the Madison County 


Emergency Service and Disaster 
Agency (ESDA) has taken over the 
distribution of surplus commodities, 
a program previously handled by 
the Madison County Economic Op- 
portunity Commission.

“I think it will be even better run 
than before,’’ he stated. ‘‘We had a 
lot of problems when the EOC had it 
and maybe they’ll be eliminated by 
the change.”’ 

In other business, the board pass- 
eda resolution to sell two tax an- 
ticipation warrants totaling $40,000 
for the road and bridge fund, 

Trustee Helen Hawkins reported 
that she is studying the proposal of a 
bill which would completely divide 
the governing bodies of the board 
and the highway department. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Hawkins, bills incur- 
red by the highway department 
must be approved by the town 
board, and she cited ongoing con- 
flicts over bills as the reason for her 


request. 

“1 don’t like being judge and jury 
on the bills they incur, but I mn’t 
have any choice,” she said. ‘Maybe 
the superintendent of highways 
could approve all of the bills, in- 
cluding those under $5,000,”’ she add- 
ed. 


The superintendent presently ap- 
proves all highway department bills 
over $5,000, but board members 
must approve the remainder. ‘He 
(the superintendent of highways) is 
responsible for the big bills, why 
don’t we give all of them to him?” 
she said. ‘‘I am tired of all the argu- 
ing when we don’t have any control 
over them anyway.”’

State business law modernized 


Governor James-R. Thompson has 
signed legislation making com- 
prehensive changes in a 50-ye r-old 
business law, allowing Illinois to 
modernize its regulation of corpora- 
tions. 

“This bill'is a product of two years 
of hard work by.a bi-partisan group 
that ‘sought to develop a modern 
system of regulating the corpora 
tions.in our state,” the’governor said 
in signing the bill. ‘‘It tells corpora- 
tions that we realize that it is impor. 
tant that this state have a modern 
system to meet, modern business 
practices and have a streamlined 
system to remove the burden of 
bureaucratic red tape. 

“The'bill is the labor of many dif 
ferent groups. Their consensus 
resulted in no dissenting votes in the 


General Assembly during the fall 
session, The people who worked on 
this piece of legislation, both ‘on the 
bi-partisan committee and in the 
Legislature, are to be commended 
for their hard work.”” 

Secretary of State Jim Edgar, who 
appointed the committee to study

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Certificate fees for 
births, deaths rise 


William L. Kempiners, director of 
the Illinois Department of Public 
Health, has announced that, in ac- 
cordance with a newly-enacted state 
law, fees for birth and death cer- 
tificates requested from the state 
health department have been in- 
creased to $10, and the fee for short- 
form birth certificates rose from $3 
to $5. 

“The increased revenue will be us- 
ed to computerize the vital records 
system in order to provide faster 
service to the» people of Illinois,” 
Kempiners said. 

A short-form birth certificate con- 
tains only the name and sex of the 
child, the date and place of birth, the 
date the birth record was filed and 
the certificate number. 

In addition, the fee for, filing a 


delayed birth record, for correcting 
an existing record or establishing a 
new record based on adoption, will 
increase from $5 to $10. The $10 fee 
will include a certified copy of the 
record after the change has been 
made. 

Additional copies of birth records 
will be available for $2 each if the 
copies are requested at the same 
time a certified copy is asked for.

To 
date, it has not done so. 

Henkhaus said title searches 
would be required on each piece of 
property, if notification to all in- 
terested parties has to be given. 

‘He said he could give no estimate 
of the number of manhours it would 
take for this many title searches, but 
indicated the cost would be very. 
high. 

It has been estimated that it would 
take five million manhours to do the 

title searches for delinquent parcels 
in Cook County. 


THE U.S. SUPREME Court has 
ruled in an Indiana case. that 
notification of a tax sale must be 
given to persons with financial in- 
terests. 


But Henkhaus says that does not 
mean that an opposite ruling by the 
Illinois Supreme Court would be in 
conflict, because tax laws in Indiana 
and Illinois may differ.

Lest anyone think the current situ- 
ation allows for non-payment of 
taxes, Henkhaus has the following 
message: ‘People are still going to 
have to pay their taxes, whatever 
the state Supreme Court rules.”

Williams said he would like 
to see the community, as a whole, 
celebrate King’s birthday.-‘‘I’d like 
to see a big march through town so 
that we could wake some of these 
people up. Let’s get together and call 
in a civil rights leader — maybe Cor- 
etta Scott King or somebody.

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Acid rain position presented 
to Missouri air commission 


Congress should move cautiously 
in legislating acid rain control in 
view of the enormous cost of propos- 
ed strategies and their doubtful ef- 
fects, according to a position paper 
on the subject endorsed by the St. 
Louis Regional Commerce and 
Growth Association board of direc- 
tors.” 

‘The paper, prepared by the RCGA 
Environmental Committee, was 
presented last month to the Missouri 
Air Conservation Committee, which 
held a special hearing on acid rain 
proposals in St, Louis. 

“Presently proposed acid rain ~ 
control legislation would not only be 
very expensive, it is not likely to pro- 
duce the desired result,”’ said the 
paper, which was presented by 
Clyde Wiseman, RCGA director of 
energy and environment. 

Bills proposed so far assume that 
the most effective way to protect 
lakes in the sensitive areas of the 
Northeast and Canada is to limit 
emissions of sulfur dioxide fromn 
power plants ,in the Midwest, the 
paper stated. 

However, it pointed out, there is 
evidence that emissions'may not be 
a major factor in producing lake 
acidification and that emissions 
closer to the affected lakes, which 
are-three or four times as dense as 
those in Missouri and Illings, have a. 
greater effect than emissions from 
more distant sources. 

Moreover, ‘‘pending legislation ig- 


nores the contribution (to lake acidi- 
ty) of regionally produced nitrogen 
compounds and focuses only on 


sulfur dioxide emissions from the~ 


Midwest,” the paper pointed out. 

The position summary called for 
“sound, scientifically-based en- 
vironmental control legislation” but 
said careful evaluation of available 
evidence and further research on 
ways to reduce acid rain are needed. 

It noted that proposed legislation 
might cost Missouri .and Illinois 
comsumers about $1 billion a year-in 
higher electricity bills, in addition to 
disrupting employment in coal min- 
ing and related industries. 

At the hearing Dec. 6, Wiseman 
said that, letters to Governors 
Christopher Bond and James 
‘Thompson from RCGA President J. 
M. O’Flynn had noted that the Na- 
tional Governors’ Association was 
considering acid rain and had sum- 
marized the RCG4 position. 

Both governors answered positive- 
ly. Governor Thompson said “‘I fully 
support many of your contentions 
and have made similar arguments 
during the course of the debate on 
this issue.’” 

“I particularly share your conclu- 
sion that there is not scientific 
justification for inclusion of Mlinois 
in any acid rain control program 
Further, I find it without prudence to 
commit to a program which could 
impose excessive costs without any 
demonstrable benefits,”’ he said. 
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Governor Bond of Missouri noted 
that “‘there seems to be no 
assurance that even the most ag- 
gressive acid control program pro- 
posed to date will have a positive 
measurable impact on the problem 
(of acid rain).””

Chrysler Corp. has added 1,500 
workers at St. Louis Assembly Plant 
No. 2 for a second shift that will 
begin Jan. 16. The second shift will 
help Chrylser meet the demand for 
the popular 1984 Chrylser Fury. 

The plant started producing the 
three models on a single shift Sept. 
12, 1982, after being idle for more 
than two years. The two-shift opera- 
tion will produce 640 cars per day. 

Allen F. Scudder, general plant 
manager of Chrysler’s St. Louis 
assembly plant complex, said the 
plant has completed all hiring re- 
quirements for the shift. The addi- 
tional personnel will bring thé 
plant’s total work force to 3,400. 

The new shift include 1,100 
new hires. The remainder of the se- 
cond shift will be made up of 
Chrysler workers recalled from the 
company’s U. S. indefinite layoff 
pool. About 540 workers have receiv- 
ed on-the-job training with first-shift 
personnel, while the remaining in- 
coming workers still being process- 
ed are being trained this week. 

The higher employment level at 
Plant No. 2 will raise its annual 
payroll to $103 million. Chrysler’s 
tota] employment in this 
metropolitan area; including St. 
Louis Assembly Plant No. 1, will be 
more than 8,600, the most since 1976. 
The annual payroll for both plants 
will exceed $293 million. 

Chrysler is also adding a second 
shift as its Windsor, Ont., assembly 
plant Jan. 16, involving the addition 
of 1,750 workers.

Project Business coming 
to GC junior high schools 


Project Business is coming to the 
Granite City school district in 1984. 

In the words of School Superinten- 
dent B.J. Davis, it will offer addi- 
tional “opportunity to acquaint 
students with the American 
economic system.”’ 

The program is designed for 
junior high schools. Principal Mike 
Sikora of Coolidge, Principal 
Charles Weiss of Grigsby and social 
studies department heads at the 
eighth grade level have indicated in- 
terest in participating on a limited 
scale during the spring semester, 

Project Business is a flexible 
economic education program 
designed to supplement existing 


social studies, economics and civics _ 


instruction. 

Participating students obtain 
practical business and consumer 
skills, gain familiarity with 
economic principles, and explore 
career opportunites in business- 
related fields. 

Because of the flexibility of the 
Program, it is adaptable to a class 
with no knowledge of business as 
well as pupils familiar with some of 
the basics. 

Project Business is offered as a 
resource by business. It operates 
through a business executive work- 
ing with a teachef for one class 
period each week for an abbreviated 
semester. 

The expense of the program and 
materials is contributed by the same 
firm which furnishes the business 
consultant to help teach the pupils. 
The school system. provides 
trnasportation for any field trips 
during the class. 

The seven study topics offered 
are: nature of economics, different 
economic systems, principles of sup- 
ply and demand, competition, con- 
sumerism, career exploration, and 
money and financial institutions. 

Each class starts with the nature 
of economics, providing a founda- 
tion for the.other topics. each study 
includes dialogue and action. 

Since a topic requires two to three 
weeks to complete, an abbreviated 
semester permits a class to cover 
four or five topics. 

Dialogue is led by the consultant, 
outlining basic knowledge, The 
theory is supported by him’ or her 
telling of personal expériences 
related to the subject. 

The action phase involves class 
activities found in the consultant’s 
binder as well as field trips.” 

The trips foster learning, remind 
youngsters of local resources, and il- 
lustrate the concepts being discuss- 
ed. If a trip is not taken, there is role 
playing, such as pupils filling out 
employment applications forms and 
acting out job interviews,

Graham, the 14-year coach at 
Madison with two Class A state 
championships to his credit, con- 
firmed his candidacy last week. 

“Yes, I’m interested in the posi- 
tion, and yes I have reapplied,” 
Graham said of the Cougar coaching 
position. Graham, in his 18th year of 
coaching basketball, was one of the 
finalists for the position three years 
ago when the university eventually 
awarded it to Tom Pugliese, then an 
assistant coach at Washington State 
University. y 

Pugliese was hired in 1981 to a 
three-year contract after filling the 
coaching position left by Jim 
Dudley. After two losing seasons, 9- 
16 in 1981-82 and 8-24 in 1982-83, 
Pugliese left SIUE with a year re;

maining on his contract to accept the 
head coaching position at Georgia 
State University.

Division II, announced it would not 
seek Division I status in the coming 
season. The announcement compli- 
cated things for the university as it 
had already prepared a Division I 
men’s basketball schedule. That 
change in policy — or moreover a 
decision to keep the status quo — left 
the university, with few alternatives 
outside of cancelling the entire 1983- 
84 basketball season.

The salary for the position is com- 
mensurate with professional train- 
ing and experience, approximately 
$20,000. 

The.Coach’s Search Committee, 
headed by Cindy Jones, assistant 
athletic director at SIUE, is ex- 
pected to begin meeting next week 
Jones is currently attending’ the 
NCAA National Convention in 
Dallas, Tex: 

Because Graham was a finalist for 
the position three years ago, he is 
considered to be a top candidate for 
the position again.

TRANSPORTING PET 
IN EMERGENCY 


In case of a serious accident or injury to 
your pet, you'll have to get professional 
help as soon as possible. Keep your veter 
inarian’s phone number handy. and, call 
ahead to make sure that you apd your pet 
are expected 


Stay calm and take particular care in how 
you transport your pet. If he is in-great pain 
and shows a reluctance to be touched or 
moved, you may have to muzzle him for 
your safety. and his own good. Tape. gauze. 
a strip of cloth will do in a pinch. Tie it 
securely around his jaws, but take care not 
to cover his nostrils. But never muzzle your 
dog if he's vomiting, gagging. or bleeding 
from mouth or nose, or seems to be having 
difficulty breathing 

If possible, try to carry your pet on an 
improvised stretcher. A board, table leaf, or 
box will do. If nothing like this is available. 
try your best to lift him gently and carry 
him securely against your body, giving him 
the maximum of support. This will mini 
mize the chances of your pet sustaining 
further injuries while on his way to treat.

Most leading insurance companies offer what 
is known as a homeowner's policy. This type of 
policy covers all types of losses and liabilities 
related to homeownership. Included in the pro- 
tection offered are losses from fire, windstorm, 
burglary, vandalism, and injuries sustained by 
individuals while on the homeowner's property. 


As a general rule, a policy of this type is void if 
the insured does not have ‘an “insurable in- 
terest” in the property at the time of the loss. In 
one case, a homeowner took out a policy which 
protected him against fite loss. Subsequent to 
the effective date of the policy, the original 
homeowner sold the home to another person. 
The original owner had paid a premium to the 
insurance company which would have con- 
tinued the policy in force for seven months 
beyond the sale date of the property. 


One month after the sale, the house burned 
to the ground, and the original owner sought to 
collect on the policy. The court ruled in this case 
that the insurance company did not have to pay 
the original owner under the terms of the policy 
since he did not have an “‘insurable interest’ in 
the house at the time of the fire. His interest in

.the property ceased when he sold the house to 


the new purchaser. 


Another feature which is commonly found in 


» homeowner's policies is that the insurer is not 


liable for fire damage if the property is vacant or 
unoccupied for a specified period of time. Most - 
policies provide that the period of vacancy gan- 
not exceed sixty days. In one case, a 
homeowner took his family on a three month 
trip across the United States, but he left his fur- 
niture and winter clothing at the home. A fire 
occurred on his property toward the end of the 
trip. The insurance company argued that they, 
should not ba required to pay since the home 
was vacant. The court held that if the owner or 
tenant is away but intends to return, the 
building is not considered to be unoccupied. 


Finally, it also should be noted that a policy of 
homeowner's insurance generally provides pro-. 
tection in the event that a guest is injured on the 
homeowner's property. In one case, a visitor fell 
on the insured’s driveway due to an accumula- 
tion of ice and snow. The insurance company 
was liable in this situation to the injured party 
under the terms of the homeowner's policy.

New program expands air 
network for transplants 


A nationwide emergency air 
transportation program designed to 
assist individuals in critical need of 
organ transplants was launched 
Jan, 1 by a petroleum industry group 
underwriting the pilot proj 

Known as Oil Industry Lifesaving 
Flights, or “OIL Flights,” the pro- 
gram is the first formalized national 
effort to make corporate or 
chartered aircraft available for 
transplant-related purposes. 

Under the program, the aircraft 
will be made available to transport 
organs, donors, recipients, or 
surgical teams who recover organs 
for numerous transplant centers in 


written by a cross-section of com- 
panies engaged in oil and natural 
gas operations, as well as firms 
which provide services to the 
petroleum industry. 

The program is administered 
through @ non-profit foundation of 
the Greater Houston Hospital Coun- 
cil and governed by a board compos- 
ed of petroleum industry, hospital 
administration and medical 
representatives. 

The program is composed of 42 
companies. Their praticipation pro- 
vides a pool of 49 planes in 18 cities in 
11 states from California to Florida 
and Texas to Illinois. Cash contribu- 
tions will fund the chartering of 


planes where corporate aircraft are 
unavailable or where specialized life 
support systems are needed 

_ OIL Flights is intended to supple- 
ment existing transportation §ser- 
vices; not to compete with existing 
local services. 

J.B. Coffman, the! program’s 
founder, explained that OIL FLights 
will maintain information on par- 
ticipating companies; the base of 
operations for their aircraft, and the 
characteristics of the planes, in- 
cluding speed, range and general 
geographic operating areas. 

When a transplant center requests 
emergency transportation, the OIL 
Flights center in Houston makes the 
arrangements. 

If a corporate plane is available, 
OIL Flights will arrange the flight 
schedule with the corporate 
member. If a plane is unavailable, 
OIL Flights will then arrange for a 
charter flight from funds paid by 
member contributions. 

“The flights are offered on a 
charitable basi Coffmah said 
“We believe OIL Flights will provide 
a valuable service, particularly to 
those individuals and familles who 
may not have the. financial 
resources to pay for transporation.” 

Coffman also expressed the hope 
that, if the pilot program proves suc- 
cessful, more companies will join to 
help OIL Flights continue and ex- 
pand.

‘A mix-up in the billing of a 
customer in the Madison County 
sanitary sewer special service area 
was termed ‘‘a comedy of errors’’ by 
Sewer Committee Chairman Morris 
Miles. The explanation of the pro- 
blem left more than one committee 
member confused during the sewer 
committee meeting last night. 

Bobbie Bailey, the resident, said 
the mix-up started about a year ago 
last December, when she and her 
husband began construction on their 
present home on St. Thomas Road. 
‘They were living in a home on Mock- 
ingbird Lane at that time. 

“She said that as soon as she and 
her husband received the building 
permit for the property, they started 
receiving a sewer bill, even though 
they weren’t living on the property 
and weren’t using the'sewer line. 
> “I was surprised that Iwas receiv- 
ing two sewer bills, but I paid, 
them,” said Mrs.: Bailey. “IT was 
‘even joking about having to pay two 
bills, and was telling everyone to run 
the water a little longer, since I was 
paying for two lines.”’ 

She said that the two sewer bills 
continued after her family moved in- 
to their new home and closed the 
‘sale on their old home. ‘‘At that time 


Pontoon Beach to change building in

By the end of January, Pontoon 
Beach will have a position for an 
assistant building inspector, if a re- 
quest from Building Inspector Ben 
MeMillon is honored. McMillon, who 
assumed duties as the village 
building inspector three months ago, 
reported to village officials on Thes- 
day that he hopes to train an assis- 
tant building inspector to assume 
building inspector duties in approx- 
imately six months, when McMillon 
isplanning to move to Colorado. 

“I would like to have someone to 
inspect foundations and frames. An 
assistant would allow us to inspect 
buildings on the day that inspections 
are requested,” McMillon stated. 
“The individual that 1 have in mind 
is experienced in that type of inspec- 
tion, while my expertise lies in plum- 
bing, mechanics and_ electrical 
work. 1 would like to train the assis- 
tant in these inspections as well as in 
the,administrative aspect of the job. 
That way he could take over when I 
leaye.”’ 

MeMillon also reported that he 
and the village attorney are review- 
ing the present building codes and 
that he hopes to ‘streamline the ex- 
isting codes for construction” by 
adopting the 1984 BOCA code as the 
basis for the guidelines. ‘‘Right now, 
we follow random. codes, which 
causes a lot of problems,” McMillon 
said. ‘‘We’re getting down to the 
nuts and bolts of building inspection 
by reviewing everything,” he said. 

MeMillon added that the changes 
ghould make it easier to bring in a 
new inspector and phase McMillon 
out during the six-month period. 

MecMillon also reminded village 
officials that an ordinance which re- 
quires the filing of a $2,000 bond on 
excavation done on village property 
to insure the repair of that property 
is not being enforced. Citing the re- 
cent excavation on Eastgate Avenue 
between Victoria and Lakeview 
drives, McMillon stated that repairs 
have not been made and that the
